drant near the residence of Mrs. Nesbitt. 
in case of fire in that locality tho engine 
can be attached to thu hydr&nts at Doug- 
las street and do good service its far as the j 
hose will reach from the upperhydrant. 'J'he 
Dehigo engine was set to work at the hy 
drant opposite the town Imll, where near- 
ly 1000 feet underwent the aaine tost and 
seven long lengths gave out, Tho broken 
ends will be cut off and the couplings re- 
f.astcnoJ when it will bo all ready for the 
severest service that it can be put to. It 
appears that the moisture is attracted 
from the couplings along the inner coat- 
ing of canvas, whicli decays m consequence 
and thus weakens the hose so that it will 
not resist a heavy pressure. A length of 
old leather hose that has not been used 
for '20 years was tested and withstood the 
ordeal successfully, thus demonstrating 
that that description of hose is equally as 
aervicable as carbolizcd.
